WASHINGTON. — The Justice 
Department 
is planning 
to step 
gingerly 
into the red-hot 
racial 
question in the South with a set 
of recommendations for law en­ 
forcement that will probably make 
both sides sore. 
The recommendations will be for 
stiffer protection of the Negroes’ 
right to vote not only in federal 
but in state and local elections. 
If approved by the White House, 
they will be sent to Congress as 
the recommendations of President 
Eisenhower. 
As of today, the Justice Depart­ 
ment interprets the present law as 
giving 
the 
federal 
government 
power to intervene solely in feder­ 
al elections. 
Broadening 
inter­ 
vention to apply to local elections 
is sure to set off a furor in some 
states and will meet vigorous op­ 
position 
in 
Congress. 
However, 
House 
Republicans 
have enough 
votes, if lined up with northern 
Democrats to pass such a bill—if 
they wish. Whether it could get by 
a Senate filibuster is another mat­ 
ter. 
While this legislation is bound to 
create bitterness in the South, Ne­ 
groes will claim it does not go far 
enough. They want immediate in­ 
tervention in Montgomery, Ala.

Italian diplomats are among the 
most polite and gracious people in 
Washington, so you won’t hear it 
mentioned above a whisper. How­ 
ever, they

House dinner for visiting President 
Giovanni Gronchi of Italy. 
No one really expected this din­ 
ner at first. The Italians knew Hie 
President had been ill; 
so were 
most agreeable about overlooking 
a dinner which is strict protocol 
when 
the President invites 
the 
head of a state to visit him. 
What upset things was the fact 
that one 
day before President 
Gronchi arrived, Eisenhower went 
to a dinner party in celebration of 
John Foster Dulles’ 68th birthday. 
On top of this came an announce­ 
ment that Ike had sat up until 
12:30 
a. rn. in Thomasville 
two 
nights before, playing bridge. 
Naturally, 
with this appearing 
in American newspapers, it will be 
picked up immediately by Italian 
Communists to show that the Pres­ 
ident of the United States doesn’t 
have enough regard for the Presi­ 
dent of Italy to put him on a par 
with bridge and a birthday party.

EMMETT TILL MURDER 


Attorney General Brownell has 
now taken a definite and official 
(stand that there is no way the 
(Justice Department could have in­ 
tervened in the Emmett Till mur­ 
der case in Mississippi. 
In reply to a letter from Con­ 
gressman Clyde Doyle (D., Calif.), 
Assistant Attorney General 
War- 
! ren Olney, writing for Brownell, 
I states categorically that the Jus- 
i tice 
Department 
cannot inter­ 
vene, also that it cannot intervene 
in two other Negro murder cases, 
j 
“Emmett Louis Till was kidnap­ 
ed and killed by private 
individ­ 
uals," Olney wrote Congressman 
Doyle, “his body was found within 
three days of the kidnapping and 
he 
was 
not transported 
across 
state lines. 
These offenses were 
thus violations of the laws of Mis­ 
sissippi only and not of any feder­ 
al statute. This department, there, 
fore, had no jurisdiction or author­ 
ity to take any action in connec­ 
tion with the latter and no investi­ 
gation was conducted," 
Referring to two other murders 
of Negroes in Mississippi, Olney 
wrote Congressman Doyle: 
“We assume that the two ‘adult 
Negro citizens’ referred to in the 
fourth 
paragraph of 
your letter 
are Lamar Smith, who was killed 
at Brookhaven, Miss., on or about 
August 13, 1955, and the Reverend 
George Wesley Lee, who was shot 
to death at Belzoni, Miss., 
on or 
about May 7, 1955. 
“Preliminary inquiry in connec­ 
tion with the death of Mr. Lamar 
Smith showed that he was killed 
not because of the exercise or the 
attempt to exercise his right to 
vote, 
but in a controversy 
and 
fight with private individuals over 
his alleged illegal manipulation of 
absentee ballots in a purely local 
election. 
Such facts, 
of course, 
indicate no offense under federal 
statutes, and this department has 
hence been unable to take any ac­ 
tion. 
“Extensive 
investigation 
was 
conducted with the death of the 
Reverend George Wesley Lee to 
determine whether he was killed, 
as had been alleged, because he 
insisted upon his right to vote or 
for 
the purpose 
of intimidating 
others in the exercise of this right. 
The investigation, despite its thor­ 
oughness and dispatch, has failed, 
up to now, to establish the truth 
of such allegations, or any viola­ 
tion of federal laws." 
Concluding his letter, Olney put 
the Justice Department categoric­ 
ally on record for tighter laws to 
protect the Negroes’ right to vote. 
“In the opinion of the attorney 


! general," he wrote, “existing fed­ 
eral laws is not sufficient to pro­ 
tect the right to vote as the same 
is secured or intended 
to be se­ 
cured by the Constitution of the 
i United States. 
Accordingly, 
the 
attorney general is preparing to 
recommend comprehensive 
legis- 
altion in this field to the President 
for transmission to the Congress.

Hall pledged the GOP organiza­ 
tion to work for victory “ all down 
the line from the White House to 
the county courthouse.” 
He said 
the party will have active organi­ 
zations in all 48 states and will 
not be a sectional party with no 
organization in the South. 
Hall listed these factors which he 
said would help Republicans re­ 
gain control of Congress: 
First, 
Mr. Eisenhower s running again 
“will help greatly;” second the 
GOP will have a better organiza­ 
tion this year than in 1952; and, 
finally, it has “a great product to 
sell.” 
Hall announced he soon will call 
a meeting of the national commit­ 
tee, GOP state chairmen, and Re­ 
publican members in Congress to 
discuss details of the campaign to 
be waged next fall. 
He said the Republicans now 
plan to spend more than two mil­ 
lion dollars on television and radio 
campaigning in the fall. He also 
reported that the total budget for 
the national 
committee and the 
GOP House and Senate Campaign 
committees for this year will be 
about seven million dollars. 
GOP chieftains were elated by 
the response to Mr. Eisenhower’s 
decision. 
From the moment the decision 
was flashed around the world at 
10:52 A. M. EST Wednesday, a tor­ 
rent of well-wishing and congratu­ 
latory 
telegrams 
and 
messages 
poured- into the White House in 
the greatest volume since the Pres­ 
ident’s Sept. 24 heart attack. Thou­ 
sands more flooded in after Mr. 
Eisenhower went before the Ameri­ 
can people by radio and television 
Wednesday night to tell them in 
person that he is willing—and able 
—to run and serve if the Repub­ 
lican Party and the people want 
him. 
. . 
Let me make one thine 
clear,” 
the 
President told 
the 
great nationwide audience. “As of 
this 
moment, 
there is not the 
slightest doubt that I can perform 
as well as I ever have, all of the 
important duties of the presidency 
. . . So far as I am concerned, I 
am confident I can continue 
to 
carry them indefinitely. 
“Otherwise, I would never have 
made the decision I announced to­ 
day.” 
Fewer Public Speeches 
The President has said he is a 
“recovered heart patient.” This 
means, he said, that he must elim­ 
inate many of the less important 
social and ceremonial activities of 
his job. He must cut down on pub­ 
lic speeches, office appointments 
with individuals and with groups, 
ceremonial 
dinners, 
receptions, 
and some correspondence. And he 
must reduce the amount of travel. 
Then he laid dov^n the conditions 
for seeking re-nomination and re­ 
election: 
“Neither for re-nomination nor 
re-election would I engage in ex­ 
tensive traveling and in whistle- 
stop speaking—normally referred 
to as ‘barn-storming’.” 
To Republican convention dele­ 
gates he said “I shall, in general, 
wage no political campaign in the 
customary pattern.” He said his 
chief means of reaching the people 
if renominated will be through 
“means of mass communication.” 
He said that if the COP dele­ 
gate* want a nominee who would 
be 
a more 
active campaigner, 
they would have the right — “in­ 
deed the duty” — to choose some­ 
one else. 
Then, addressing himself to the 
voters, he said he is determined 
that “every American shall have 
all available facts concerning my 
personal condition and the way T 
am now conducting the affairs of 
this office.” That way, 
he said, 
when the voters go to the polls 
next November they will have a 
“full understanding of both the 
record of this administration and 
of how I propose to conduct my­ 
self now and in the future.” 
He thus plainly took the often-, 
sive to silence, in advance, Demo­ 
cratic campaign thunder on 
the 
issue af his health.

Some motorists take lightly the 
task of parking a vehisle, not real­ 
izing that ft Is an Important part 
of the operation of a vehicle.

Hard-top auto races were 
run there last year, marking the 
first time tney had been held in­ 
doors anywhere. 
The Cow Palace, which, inciden­ 
tally, is a few feet outside the 
south city limits, is situated in 
Visitation Valley in the path of 
cool ocean breezes. The climate 
factor found favor with President 
Eisenhower and other GOP vet­ 
erans who sweltered at the Chicago 
convention four years ago.
